BIRMINGHAM, Jan. 28.—Prime 


: Minister Chamberlain called to- 
enight on “others” to contribute to 


the world’s peace in what was 
regarded as an invitation to Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler to help the appease- 
ment cause wien he addresses the 
German Reichstag on Mcnday. 
He stressed Britain’s growing 
strength for defense in a speech 
before’ a home town audience of 
business men and told of intec- 
national misgivings over the fu- 
He likened his stand to that 


‘of President Roosevelt in a dec- 


laration of inevitable resistance 
to efforts to rule by force. 

“We have so often defined our 
attitude that there can be no mis- 
understanding about it, and I feel 
that it is time now that others 
should make their contribution to 
a result which would overflow 
with benefits to all,” the Prime 
Minister declared. 

“Today the air is full of rumors 
and suspicions which ought not 
to be allowed to persist. For peace 
could only be endangered by such 
& challenge as was envisaged by 
the President of the United States 
in his New Year message, namely, 
a demand to dominate the world 
by force,

ROME, Jan. 28.—An official or- 
der today instructed the citizens of 
Rome to take down the flags “which 
saluted the fall of Barcelona and 
which will be hoisted anew when 
Madrid is taken.” It leaves no 
doubt that Italian support of Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco will 
continue until the insurgents have 
overrun all Spain. 

The extent of the contribution 
made by the Italian legionnaire air 
force to Franco's victory—the tre- 
mendou. air bombardments—which 
Barcelona has suffered since Dec. 
20—is illustrated by figures now 
made public. These figures list re- 
publican machines shot down as 67, 
with 20 more believed destroyed 
and 1000 tons of bombs dropped in 
8000 flying hours, The Italian losses 
are given as five chaser planes lost 
in air fights, five pilots killed, eight 
wounded and one made prisoner. 
The hospital ship Graidisco arrived 
at Naples this morning filled with 
wounded, who were welcomed by 
the Prince of Piedmont.

Hitler often has used the 
Reichstag as a sounding board for 
announcements of his ambitions. 

Earlier in his address Chamber- 
lain said he believed that the 
French, German, Italian and Brit- 
ish people wished to live on terms 
of friendship and understanding 
with each other and settle their 
differences, if they have any, by 
discussion and not by force. 

He added, however: “I do not 
exclude the possibility that these 
feelings of the peoples may not 
always be shared by their govers- 
ments and I recognize that it is 
with governments and not peoples 
that we have to deal.” 

Broadcast to the World. 

Chamberlain's address, before 
the Birmingham Jewelers’ Associa- 
tion, looked ahead to a critical 
week which may show plainly 
whether the world is moving 
toward war or peace. It was re- 
layed through five British broad- 
casting corporations covering the 
United Kingdom and six short 
wave transmitters reaching all 
parts of the world. A condensed 
version was broadcast in German 
in a special program directed to 
Central Europe. 

The address was the first he had 
Made since his Jan. 11-14 mission 
to Rome, in which he and Premier

Another Admits Testifying

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 28.— 


It was learned today that Gov. 
Stark employed five special investi- 
gators last month in his campaign 
to wipe out wholesale crime in the 
metropolitan centers, but in the 
Governor’s absence from the capi- 
tal it could not be determined what 


their assignments of findings 
were. 
Attorney-General Roy McKit- 


trick, who disclosed the employ- 
ment, said some of the investiga- 
tors had been sent to Kansas City, 
where the Governor’s chief ef- 
fort has been directed. It was 
assumed here that two of the spe- 
cial workers, who were State High- 
way Patrol members, temporarily 
detached from the patrol’s pay- 
roll, may have gone to St. Louis, 

— Two From Kirkwood Post. 

These two were drawn from 
Troop C, which had headquarters 
at Kirkwood. The Governor re- 
quested men from this troop, re- 
porters were told by Col. B. Mar- 
vin Casteel, commandant of the 
patrol, but Casteel said he did not 
know where they went or what 
they did, as they received their in- 
structions from the Governor. 

Another of the Governor’s investi- 
gators, Orland Kay Armstrong of 
Springfield, a Republican, former 
State Representative and writer on 
governmental topics for national 
magazines, appeared before the 
Jackson County grand jury yester- 
day and Thursday, it was learned 
last night. 

At his home in Springfield, where 
he was ill yesterday, he confirmed 
that he had been doing special work 
for the Governor, but declined. to 
discuss its nature. He said he had 
been instructed to go before the 
grand jury again Monday but 
doubted he would be well enough 
to do 80. 

McKittrick, who figured in a 
growing breach with the Governor 
over the crime clean-up, asserted 
that the Governor's special staff | 
was put to work without his knowl- 
edge. | 

Gov. Stark’s whereabouts were. 
not disclosed, but it was indicated 
that he could not be reached to- 
day. 

Paid From Governor's Fund. 

Records of the State Auditor's 
office showed that the five investi- 
gators were paid this month on 
Stark’s order out of a special ap- 
propriation at his disposal for 
such purposes. 

Two of the investigators were 
James J. Harutun of Jpplin, a 
Democrat, now a clerk for the 
State Senate and formerly a 
State Representative, and M. G. 
Sucrow of Kansas City, a police 
captain in the former Republican 
administration there, who recently 
has been checking registration of 
voters for the Election Board ap- 
pointed by Gov. Stark. 

The highway patroi members 
were Sergt. W. G. Henderson of Lib- 
erty and Patrolman W. A. Schuler 
of Union, both Republicans. 

Payments, as shown by the Audi- 
tor’s records, were: Armstrong, who 
worked in November as well as 
December, $600; Harutun, $310; 
Sucrow, $200; Henderson, $367.20 
for 18 days at $20.40 a day, and 
Schuler, $225 for 18 days at $12.50 
a day. 

“Surprise” to McKittrick. 

“I am surprised to learn,” said 
McKittrick, in a prepared state- 
ment, “that the Governor had Arm- 
strong and other special investiga- 
tors in Kansas City. At no time 
during the many conferentes that 
I had with him did he indicate that 
he had investigators, and he dis- 
cussed with me the hiring of two 
investigators, as my department 
had funds for only two. It was un- 
derstood he would select one and 
I the other. 

“I asked him if he had any evi- 
dence pertaining to the Kansas City 
criminal situation. He said that 
what he had was old stuff, but 
that I could get evidence by read- 
ing the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. It 
is evident now by recards in the 
Auditor’s office that at the time of 
our discussion he already had 
Armstrong and Sucrow and other 
investigators secretly at work in 
Kansas City and was deliberately 
withholding this information from 
me, and at the same time demand- 
ing I make a complete investigea- 
tion with two men.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28. — The 
Senate gave final approval to the 
$725,000,000 emergency relief bill 
late today after writing into it 
broad restrictions against use of 
any Federal funds for political 
purposes, 

The mieasure now goes back to 
the House for consideration of these 
restrictions and other amendments. 
Administration forces will have no 
opportunity again to raise the ap- 
propriation to the $875,000,000 asked 
for by President Roosevelt. Since 
both House and Senate approved 
a figure $150,000,000 lower than 
Roosevelt asked for, the amount 
cannot, under congressional rules, 
be changed by the conference com- 
mittee. 

The Senate dispensed with a roll 
call on final passage of the bill, 


which was by voice vote. 


One addition the Senate made to 


the House bill is a provision that 
WPA rolls may not be reduced 
from their present levels by more 
than 5 per ceent during Fbruary 
and March. 


The $725,000,000 appropriation is 


intended to run WPA from Feb. 7 
through June 30, but the Senate, in 
connection with the restriction on 
immediate cuts in WPA employ: 
ment, left the way open for another 
appropriation by saying President 
Roosevelt should advise Congress if 
it became apparent the fund would 


not be sufficient to meet actual 
needs in the spring months. 


The Senate supported its commit- 


tee on appropriations in its removal

and burn the ruins. 

To those who saw the tired, grief- 
stricken men digging in the debris 
of this former city of 40,000, try- 
ing hour after hour to retrieve bod- 
ies from beneath tons of stone, the 
plan to burn the ruins seemed the 
sensible if not the only way out. 

Upward of 10,000 bodies are 
buried in debris in the very center 
of the city, and rescuers have been 
able to uncover only about 1500 
since the earthquake leveled Chil- 
lan Tuesday night. If 5000, instead 
of 500, workers were employed for 
full time they would not be able to 
remove the bodies for a month. 

Thousands upon thousands of 
tons of stone are strewn about, 
much of it wedged so tightly that 
dynamiting would seem to be the 
only means of loosening it to per- 
mit digging by hand. 

Problem of Disease. 

Meanwhile the danger of pesti- 
lence increases and the problem of 
\food and water is still serious. Med- 
ical men. are working day and night 
to prevent outbreak of disease, but 
there are thouands of bewildered 
injured persons wandering about 
the streets with injuries only half 
dressed or not dressed at all. Many 
persons are wearing filthy band- 
ages which they have failed to 
have changed after receiving first 
aid Wednesday. 

The correspondent has talked to 
\several hundred persons in the past 
24 hours, many of them among the 
once wealthiest in the area, but 
ihe failed to find one who expressed 
}a desire to continue to go on with 
‘life in Chillan. 

There was none of the usual “out 
of the 
city” talk. These people are defi- 
nitely despondent and see very little 
future for themselves here. 

Chillan is the center of a rich 
agricultural] section, but even this 
year's crops seem doomed because 
thousands of farm hands have been 
\killed, wounded or evacuated, leav- 
ling an inadequate force for the 
harvest. 

The Living and the Dead. 
| The work of evacuation already 
|has begun, and the Government is 
taking steps to prevent entry into 
Chillan of any person now outside. 

It became evident that first re- 
ports of the number of dead in this 
earthquake area of Southern Chile 
were underestimated. There is lit- 
tle doubt that the Chillan death toll 
is more than 10,000, with at least 
1000 dead at nearby Concepcion.

Word went out in the morning 
from the Brown-Owen racing news 
service headquarters, that raids in 
the afternoon were to be expected. 
It was not made known whether 
Beverly Brown and “Gully” Owen, 
who have City Hall and other po- 
litical connections, professed to 
have inside knowledge of the po- 
lice plans, or whether they deduced 
the likelihood of a raid. Such «a 
deduction might have been made 
from the fact that Attorney-Gen- 
eral Roy McKittrick is due in 
‘St. Louis early this week, to in- 
\vestigate law enforcement condi- 
tions. 

Link to MeKittrick Denied. 

Chief of Detectives John J. Car- 
‘roll denied that the arrests had 
anything to do with McKittrick, 
|He said he had assigned 31 de- 
itectives, an unusually large num- 
‘ber for this work, in pursuance of 
ithe plans adopted at the anti- 
gambling conference of police and 
prosecuting officials in November.

Some of the detectives, sent to 
handbook places where they were 
not known, waited to see business 
transacted, and then arrested those 
in charge. Others, who found 
things more active at their first 
entrance, took action at once. At 
some places, two or three detec- 
tives worked together, while oth- 
ers of the detail handled their jobs 
alone. After the raids, some of the 
places were picketed for a time by 
detectives, to see that there was 
no resumption of business. 

Clerk Saves the Records. 

At James J. Carroll's Hawthorne 
shop, 1005 Locust street, about 200 
customers were present when the 
detectives arrived. Three clerks 
were arrested, and the telephones 
were left ringing as the police evict- 
ed the customers. But another 
clerk eluded police and took rec- 
ords to an adjoining tavern, where 
he got some business from cus- 
tomers who dropped in for a drink. 

“Why don’t you raid the Stock 
Exchange?” an angry patron 
shouted as the Hawthorne was 
emptied. 

At 1103 Olive street, a clerk, an- 
swering telephone calls after he 
suspected that detectives were in 
the placé, announced loudly that 
“The wires are down.” A moment 
later, two detectives took charge, 
with the announcement, “All bets 
are off.” 

At 506 Market street, the propri- 
etor, Edward Mulligan, saw the de- 
tectives entering, and called to his 
customers, “The place will be closed.

ARDENAS REBUKE

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 28.—Four 
leaders in Mexico’s second largest 
political party were jailed today 
after sponsoring meetings at which 
the administration of President 
Lazardo Cardenas was attacked. 

Wives and friends of the four, 
who were officers of the Mexican 
Constitutional Democratic Front, 
said the men were charged with 
“insulting the President,” a viola- 


tion of Mexican law. 

Police admitted the four were 
in custody, but declined further in- 
formation. 

After arrests became known 800 
persons gathered at a downtown 
street meeting calléd by the “Rev- 
olutionary Unification Center” and 
heard speakers “dare” the Govern- 
ment to “shed the blood” of the 
four leaders.

COURT FREES MAN 


AFTER HE CHARGES 


POLICE BRUTAL 


Benjamin Villmer Says Con- 
fession of Damaging 
Autos in Filling Station 
Strike Was Forced. 


The first of 15 charges of mali- 
cious destruction of property based 
on damage caused to automobiles of 
non-union filling station employes 
during a strike last year, was dis- 
missed yesterday by Provisional 
Judge Charles McCune of the Court 
of Criminal Correction after the de- 
fendant, Benjamin Villmer, testified 
a confession had been obtained 
from him under duress. 

Villmer, a member of the Gaso- 

e Service Station and Warehouse 
Employes’ Union, said he signed a 
confession after police at the La- 
clede Avenue Station tied his wrists 
together and trussed him up with 
his arms behind him in such a po- 
sition that only his toes touched 
the floor. He produced photo- 
graphs taken after his release, 
showing his injuries and the man- 
ner in which he said he had been 
tied. 

Possible, Doctor Says. 

Dr. Milton Smith, a physician 
with offices in the Beaumont Build- 
ing, to whom Villmer went after his 
release on Sept. 12, testified that 
he and other physicians examined 
Villmer’s wrists and muscles of his 
arms and back, reaching the con- 
clusion that his condition could 
have been caused by such treat- 
ment as he said he had received 
from police. 

The State contended that ab- 
rasions on Villmer’s wrists had been 
caused by spilled acid. Police tes- 
tified that Villmer, in the presence 
of a physician at City Hospital who 
examined him before his reiease, 
said this was the cause of the in- 
juries. The physician named, Dr. 
A. G. Klein, when called by the 
State, told the Court he did not re- 
member examining Villmer because 
of the large number of persons he 
treated at City Hospital. 

Confession Held Inadmissible. 

Judge McCune ruled that the con- 
fession in which Villmer said he 
had thrown acid on the automobile 
of Jerry Walkowitz, 1171 Hamilton 
avenue, a non-union filling station 
employe, was inadmissible because 
of the circumstances under which 
it was obtained. He said the State 
had failed to prove that Villmer’s 
injuries had been suffered before 
bis arrest. Without the confes- 
sion, the Court held, there was in- 
sufficient evidence to support the 
charge. 

Police Lieutenant Martin Cliffe 
and other policemen who had a 
part in questioning Villmer denied 
from the witness stand that he had 
been mistreated.

Morgenthau Questioned. 

The committee questioned Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
and Secretary of War Woodring 
yesterday. Senators declared testi- 
mony showed that William C. Bul- 
litt, American Ambassador to 
France, had appealed successfully 
for United States’ co-operation with 
the French military mission sent 
to this country to buy planes. They 
said Bullitt appealed to the War 
Department to relax its regula- 
tions and permit French observers 
to see the latest type of bombing 
planes in action. 

Although Army officials were re- 
ported to have rejected this re- 
quest, the Senators said, the Treas- 
ury authorized the presence of Paul | 
Chemidlin, of the French Air Min-| 
istry, in a light bombing plane | 
which crashed at Los Angeles last 
Monday.

Gorgeous George. 


If George Harold Sisler could 
step onto the baseball diamond 
today with the skill, the grace 
and the keen eyes that were his 
during his years with the Browns, 
he would make the present-day 
crop of first basemen look like 
ungainly candidates for gradua- 
tion from the awkward squad. 
And, too, the baseball fans who 
never had the privilege of see- 
ing Gorgeous George in action 
would wonder why it took the 
men who put ball players in the 
Hall of Fame, as long as it took 
them to carve the niche for 
George. 

Old timers insist that there 
never was a first baseman like 
Hal Chase. We never saw 
enough of Hal Chase to feel that 
way about it. And Sisler had so 
many extra-curricular advantages 
over Chase that he’ll be our No. 
1 first baseman until somebody 
comes along who can do more 
tricks with a baseball, a bat and 
a glove than a monkey can do 
with another monkey. 

Sisler was a great hitter and 
that sounds like a rather weak 
description of what he could do 
with a baseball bat. Old timers 
can close their eyes and see the 
Sisler of the 1920s taking his po- 
sition at the plate. He'd look 
over the infield and outfield and 
Sisler at the plate gave the de- 
fenders a fit, just as Ty Cobb 
rattled the enemy when he 
reached base. 


Fits for the Defenders. 


If they played Sisler toward 
right field, he’d put the brakes 
on his swing and shoot a line 
drive over the third baseman’s 
head. If they played him straight- 
away the next time, he’d send one 
between right and center or cen- 
ter and left. If you needed a sac- 
rifice he’d put down a perfect 
bunt, or if you needed a long 
one, he’d swing for the fence. 
We've never seen anybody play 
first base as George played it. In 
his day many of the 1939 first 
sackers couldn't have entered the 
ball park, except through the 
cash turnstiles. If you want the 
greatest possible contrast, consid- 
er the skill that was Sisler’s and 
the fact that Bill Terry of the 
Giants plans to play Zeke Bonura 
at first base next season. But 
there are other guardians of first 
base, men generally accepted as 
satisfactory, who colud not have 
carried Gorgeous Georgie’s glove 
back in his heyday. 

Sisler was a master at cover- 
ing the base. His speed enabled 
him to play far back and well 
over toward second. And when a 
ball was hit down his way, he 
could tell in a well-split second, 
whether he’d have time for a Sis- 
ler-to-Gerber-to-Sisler double play. 
He also had remarkable ability 
at diagnosing the enemy’s attack- 
ing plans. Perhaps the greatest 
play we ever saw him execute 
was on a bunt. He sensed an im- 
pending squeeze play, raced in 
with the pitch, scooped up the 
bunted ball, actually tagged the 
runner trying to slide over the 
plate and then wheeled in time 
to retire the bunter at first for 


a double play. 
George, the Manager. 

' After e kept Sisler 
out of baseball in 1923, he had a 
chance as manager of the 
Browns, but as a field leader, 
George never approximated his 
brilliance as a player. Perhaps 
he would have acquired what it 
takes to lead a ball club. He still 
has many friends who think he 


deserved a longer trial. 
There was a distinct difference, 


however, between Sisler the man- 
ager and Sisler the player. FPer- 
haps it was imagination or cau- 
tion that handicapped him. On 
the field he knew exactly what 
to do and did it without hesita- 
tion. As a manager he seemed to 
weigh too long the potentialities 
and hazards. Perhaps he was too 
sensitive, too fearful of hurting 
somebody's feelings. For he was 
a gentle person, off the field, 
though there are stories of how 
he had to beat the tar out of 
several tough veterans of the old 
school, before the Browns ac 
cepted Sisler the college grac- 
uate as one of them. 

Sisler was courteous and care- 
ful, almost bashful, in his deal- 
ings with newspaper men. While 
the writer was covering & 
Brownie training camp at Mobile, 
Sports Editor Wray suggested 
that a piece quoting Sisler about 
college and sand-lot players, cit- 
ing advantages of each, might be 
interesting. And so we approached 
George with pencil, note paper 
and a flock of prepared ques- 
tions. 

Getting an Interview. 

George was polite, but after all 
the questions had been put and 
all the yes’s, noes and perhaps 
so’s had been said, the note paper 
was still clean; we didn’t have 
any copy to send to Mr. Wray 
and we were wishing the Browns 
had a more talkative manager. 

The next morning, however, 
Sisler shyly moved in at the 
breakfast table at the Battle 
House, across from what Dizzy 
Dean would call “me and the ham 
and eggs.” 

“l was thinking about those 
questions you asked me,” George 
said, “and I wrote down some 
things about them.” He pulled a 
sheaf of well-inked hotel station- 
ery from his pocket, and there 
was a very interesting piece about 
what George Sisler, the product 
of the campus, thought about col- 
lege boys and their diamond 
rivals from the other side of the 
tracks. And he put the elucidat- 
ing finger on the good and bad 
points of each. And as we re- 
member it, he gave the sand-lotter 
all the better of it. 

But the point was that George 
wasn't going to go off half- 
cocked in an interview. We 
had taken time to think up 
the questions and he wanted 
time to think up the bet- 
ter answers. And when he got 
around to it, he certainly did «a 
thorough job That, too, is what 
he did as a first baseman. You 
never saw much first-basing, if 
you never saw Gorgeous George 
in action.

The French were much more democratic. 
Their officers have authority, but a general 
entering a room will click his heels and salute 
all present in a gesture of politeness, nothing 
more, and a buck private is ~. expetted even 
to look up. American and British officers— 
in the higher ranks at least—feel that they lose 
something of dignity and authority (perhaps 
that it is ungentlemanly) to frequent the haunts 
of enlisted men. It might be so in the event 
that the false distinction emanating from the 
word “gentleman” has driven the enlisted men 
—or “the people,” as they used to be called in 
the navy—to questionable places. 

But worse than the preservation of the word 
“gentleman” in the Ninety-fifth Article would 
be the institution of social or political commis- 
sars to supervise the political regularity of the 
commissioned and enlisted soldiers. That rem- 
edy was used in Russia and later in Spain, and 
it is obvious that it must create a corps of 
snitchers who undermine the legal authority of 
the men with responsibility and appeal to the 
whining shyster nature of every guardhouse 
lawyer in the command, Authority would be 
destroyed and discipline with it. Anyone with 


‘any experience under the Wagner Act and the 


scuttle-butt agitators who have thrived under 
its protection can foresee that. 

In the old British army—in the guards par- 
ticularly—the wives of the enlisted men tradi- 
tionally did the ~vashing for the families of the 
officers. Education and the march of democ- 
racy have advanced the British enlisted man 
some distance from his social degradation, but 
he still is legally the social inferior of the offi- 
cer. In the American armed forces social dis- 
tinctions persist, which, if they do not have le- 
gal force, at least have equivalent force derived 


from tradition and habit. 
In an army of intelligent men socia] distinc- 


tions are vicious and detrimental to the serv- 
ice. The distinctions go far beyond the mere 
preservation of respect for legal authority. 
From custom they persist in degrading the en-

jects. Some of them ask for 
money. Some ask to have loved ones 
released from prison. The jails of 
Rumania are filled with political 
prisoners, but this is no novelty in 
the Balkans. Others ask the king 
to suspend lawsuits, to become 
the godfather of babies, to use his 
influence in behalf of this or that 
job-seeker. 

His Majesty takes himself quite 
seriously, even if the world at large 
doesn’t. He once observed when 
he was in one of his reflective 
moods: 

“T feel now and then as though 
I were St. Louis, dealing out justice 
from beneath an oak tree.” 

The King has a practice of mak- 
ing surprise visits incognito to va- 
rious parts of the country after the 
manner of Haroun Al Raschid. 
Sometimes driving himself in a 
little Ford, accompanied by only 
one aide-de-camp, he will bob up 
unexpectedly at army barracks, un- 
employment relief centers, Govern- 
ment offices, oil wells, or just or- 
dinary farms, 

When he goes away for a week- 
end of shooting, as he frequently 
does in the company of his son, he 
travels as Count Verancea and con- 
ceals his royalty under the rough- 
est country clothes he can find. 

Carol's career of wild escapades, 
far from alienating the affections 
of his subjects, only endeared him 
all the more to most Rumanians. 
To understand this is to understand 
the kindom he rules. Cross-roads 


of the Balkans, whirlpool of hot- 
blooded emotions, Rumania is a 
gypsy land of wine, women, and 
song. Rumanians don’t object to 
having a philanderer for king. In 
fact, the country is pretty proud of 
all its lion-hearted libertines and 
brags about being “The Paris of 
the Balkans.”

Nicholas Jorga, was assigned to 
Carol as a tutor, but even before 
he was 15, he became far more 
interested in the pleasures of love 
than in the art of epigrams. His 
mother, amused at the boy's 
adolescent pursuits, let him follow 
wherever his instinct led. 


After a procession of casual af- 
fairs, Carol suddenly discovered he 
had overlooked a choice prize that 
had been so close he had scarcely 
noticed her at first. She was 
Jeanne “Zizi” Lambrino, dark-eyed 
daughter of a Rumanian General 
and one of Queen Marie's own 
ladies-in-waiting. Carol was 21 and 
she was 20. He was dazzled by her 
supple beauty and wondered how he 
could have missed her. But she 
was not easy to get. She was, in 
fact, tantalizingly elusive. And 
just when Carol thought he was 
making some progress the World 
War broke out. 


HORTLY before that time, Queen 

Marie had tried to arrange 4 

match between Carol and Prin- 
cess Olga, eldest daughter of the 
Russian Czar. A meeting was ar- 
ranged on the Czar’s yacht in the 
Black Sea, but Carol instead of 
devoting his attentions to Princess 
Olga spent most of the time ogling 
her younger sister, Princess 
Tatiana. Infuriated, the Czar ab- 
ruptly broke off all negotiations for 
the match and exclaimed to one 
of his ministers: 

“Rumania! Don’t ever mention 
that country to me again! It is 
neither a state nor a nation, but a 
profession!” 

Although Rumania had an alliance 
with Germany and King Ferd- 
inand’s antecedents were the Ger- 
man Hohenzollerns 
Queen Marie rode roughshod over 
such trivialities as alliances and 
family ties. She swung her hus- 
band—and Rumania—to the cause 
of the Allies just as stridently as 
when the war ended she marched 
into the Peace Conference and 
emerged with a rich siice of 
Hungary. 

Carol had to go to the front for 
appearances’ sake. But his heart 
wasn't in the war. He was in love. 
His military record was far from 
glorious and the General to whose 
command he was assigned ¢orm- 
plained that during an important- 
advance Carol and a group of his 
cronies were discovered drinking 
themselves into a stupor. 

The Crown Prince finally con- 
trived in 1918 to escape his military 
boredom by donning the disguise of 


a Russian officer and crossing with 
“Zizi” Lambrino into Russian ter- 
ritory where they were married in 
a church at Odessa. King Ferd- 
inand, in a letter probably dictated 
by Queen Marie, branded Carol a 
traitor to his country for marrying 
“under the bayonets of our 
enemies.” Russia in 1917 had de- 
serted the Allied cause and made a 
separate peace. 

Carol finally ran out of money 
and returned to Rumania with his 
bride, who was soon to give birth 
to a baby. He was thrown into 
prison “to repent.” “Zizi” was kept 
under surveillance. And as in the 
case of his own father, a match 
was hastily arranged for Carol with 
Princess Helen of Greece, daughter 
of the then King Constantine. 

For some time after their en- 
forced separation, Carol continued 
to write “Zizi” passionate love let- 
ters, but this kind of correspond- 
ence school romance soon bored the 
Crown Prince. He finally wrote 
“Zizi” one of those letters to end 
all letters: “... And now cant we 
just be friends?” 

Carol's marriage to “Zizi” was 
“annulled” and the baby boy, Mircea, 
whom she gave birth on Jan. 8, 
1920, was deprived of his father's 
name and all connection with the 
royal family. 

Shortly before his marriage to 
Princess Helen, Carol became inter- 
ested in the famous gypsy beauty 
of Rumania, Mademoiselle Marco- 
Vici, and it is said that at the very 
time he was supposed to be honey- 
mooning with his royal bride at one 
hotel he was paying clandestine 
visits to the other woman at a4 
nearby hostelry a block away. 

Even “Zizi” reappeared on the 
scene and began to see Carol again. 
This enraged Queen Marie so she

every month to support herself ani 
Carol's child, 

Carol and Princess Helen were 
married in May, 1921, when he was 
28. It was no love match, and the 
Crown Prince had a period during 
which he grew very bored with 
women in general and began to 


take an interest in politics. Rumania 


had come out of the World War 
with almost twice as much terri- 
tory as she had before. Carol 
thought it was about time he was 
concerned with something besides 
women,-

mother, Queen Marie. She had

ference from her son. Carol's hatred 
for her favorite advisér, Prince 
Shtirbey, was so intense he once up- 
braided his mother in the Prince’s 
presence for her “friendship” with 
him which he said was making the 
Rumanian royal family the laugh- 
ing stock of Europe. 

It was at that psychological mo- 
ment that Carol's attention was 
suddenly diverted from politics to 
Madame Magda Lupegcu. Madame 
Lupescu, already a woman of the 
world, had been married to Lieut. 
Tampeano of the Rumanian army 
when she was a girl of 18. She had 
fallen in love with one of her hus 
band’s superiors, a Colonel, with 
whom she ran away. Lieut. Tam- 
peano divorced her and she re- 
sumed her maiden name of Lupescu 
which began to be associated with 
one gay adventure after another 
until she became mistress of Crown 
Prince Carol. 

Magda’s father was a Jewish 
merchant whose original name was 
Wolf, and whose original occupa- 
tion was that of junk peddler. When 
he opened a drug store and chem- 
ist’s shop in Jassy, Rumania, he 
got himself baptized in the Ru- 
manian Orthodox Church, because 
before the war Jews were not al- 
lowed to operate pharmacies in 
Rumania. Mr. Wolf had his name 
translated into Rumanian as Lu- 
pescu,

AGDA was born 40 years ago. 
As a young girl, she was «a 
voluptuous siren, richly en- 
dowed with reddish hair, a viva- 
cious, temperament, and a lust for 
life. Magda’s own version of how 
she met Carol is a reconstruction 
of the love idylis of the ages, with a 
sprinkling of Greek mythology add- 
ed for good measure. According to 
this account, Carol was 15 and Lu- 
pescu 10 when they met at a chil- 
dren's party at the royal palace in 
Bucharest and Carol said to her 
after the manner of the traditional 
Prince Charming: 

“What beautiful hair you have!” 

Less romantic versions, however, 
have it that Carol did not meet 
Madame Lupescu until some time 
after his marriage to Princess 
Helen. And some say that Prince 
Shtirbey—perhaps with the collu- 
sion of Queen Marie—really an 
ranged to expose Carol to the wiles 
of the titlan-haired adventuress, 
in order to distract him from med- 
diing in affairs of state.

CURRENT SLANG WORDS 
BELONG TO THE BARD 


“DASH IT, JEEVES, WHERE’S MY SPOT?”

RISING in ‘all the splendor of 
A silk kneebreeches in the House 

of Commons, Sydney F. Mark- 
ham, M. P., recently expressed his 
Oxonian horror at the inroads be- 
ing made into the British kingdom 
by our vulgar American speech. 
“Through the radio and films,” he 
moaned, “we are acquiring what 
might almost be described as a 
trans-Atlantic idiom.” With cheeks 
flushed with indignation, he con- 
tinued: “I saw in a recent Ameri- 
can grammar that great phrase, 
‘Sez you,’ raised to the dignity of 
being described as ‘a doubting af- 
firmative’. It may be that the 
First Commissioner of Works will 
in time label this Aye lobby as the 
Sez You lobby. It\is certain that 
the tongue of Shakespeare has had 
many strange twists put upon it 
by our trans-Atlantic cousins in the 
past few years!” 

It grieves me sorely to have to 
point out to the distinguished Mr. 
Markham that he is by way of be- 
ing a bit bughouse and that, for all 
his vaunted scholarship, he appar- 
ently knows next to nothing of the 
tongue of Shakespeare about which 
he has so loftily speechified. If he 
did, he would know that “Says you,” 
or at least its closest equivalent, 
was used by the old boy himself. 

Various other items concerned 
with the tongue of Shakespeare, 
which he so proudly esteems, might 
further interest if not entirely en- 
chant and gratify him. If Mr. 
Markham, M. P., deplores our 
American lingo, what will be think 
when I take the liberty of inform- 
ing him that a great deal of that 
contemptible lingo derives from the 
worshipped Bard” 

Is the English carper fully aware 
that “lousy” is the Bard’s? Must 
we acquaint him with the facts 
that “stewed,” “pash,” “all wet,” 
“orack” and “peach” (for blab) are 
Shakespeare’s own, and that “blab” 
itself no less is? It may further 
pain him to learn that the Ameri- 
can usage of “dump,” “goat,” 
“dame” and “punk” derives from 
the great William, as does that of 
“nut.” “daisy,” “piece of cheese” 
and the indelicate and humiliating 
“goose.” It was old Bill, as well, 
who provided us with the inspira- 
tion for “stiff,” “bum,” “whale” 
and “rap,” to say nothing of 
“cuckoo,” “lemon,” “bite,” “rat” and 
“how-wow.” And one might go on 


‘with a considerably more extended 


and embarrassing catalogue. 

This whole general British sneer 
at our American speech is getting 
to be just the least bit tiresome. 
So, by the way of an amusing 
change, let us do a little sneering 
in return. 

In one of the most successful of 
present-day London plays recently 
also produced in New York, we en- 
counter such sweet locutions as 
these: “I’m quite poopsie,” “it's 
grand by me,” “It’s the cat's whisk- 
ers,” “it looks like a sitter for 
you,” “it’s an absolute pinger,” “a 
nice suckin”, and “I'm whistled” 
(for drunk). If this sort of thing 
keeps up, someone should get up 
in our House of Representatives, 
with or without kneebreeches, and 
complain that the speech of Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne has had alto- 


gether too many strange twists put) 
‘upon it by our trans-Atlantic cou-| 


sins. 

What's more and worse, it does 
keep up. Here, by way of illustra- 
tion, are a few choice 
culled from other recent English 
plays: “Buzz off” (leave), “scrim- 
shanker” (knave), “I'll crime you" 
“Me should tell YOU”, 
“poppet” (father), “swashingly rip- 
ping” (extremely good), “tippingly 
topping” (ditto), “bags I this one’

Inas- 
much, further, as it is employed 
chiefly by the American equivalent 
of the London Cockney, is it, spell- 
ing and all, any more objectionable 
than the Cockney “I sy!”? Let us 
go on. If the objection of Mr. 
Markham is to the phonetic spell- 
ing of the “sez”, is it any morede- 
plorable than the lack of phonetic 
spelling, on the part of his fellow 
countrymen, of some such name, 
say, as Wriothesley (third Earl of 
Southampton) which is pronounced 
Rotsli, or Beauchamp (Earl of War- 
wick), which is pronounced 
Beecham, or Mainwaring which is 
pronounced Mannering? Let us 
still go on. If it is “says”, however 
it be spelled, that the Member of 
Parliament doesn’t relish and de- 
mands “say,” however it be spelled, 
in its stead, what does he say or 
sez to such Phil May and George 
Belcher British locutions as “I says 
to the bloke,’ “You says to me” 
and “We says to the blighter”?

“Shadow and Substance” came to 
Broadway from the famous Abbey 
Theater of Dublin, Ireland, where 
it was first presented in 1934. Sev- 
eral reviewers, having read the play 
before it opened in New York, 
hailed it as a master work and the 
printed version had gone into its 
fourth edition before the produc 
tion was a month old. 

The setting is in Ireland and the 
main character the Very Rev. 
Thomas Canon Skerritt, an Irish 
churchman who has been educated 
in Spain. Inspired by the personal- 
ity of Jonathan Swift, famous satir- 
ist and dean of St. Patrick's, ac 
cording to the author's admission, 
the Canon is inclined to regard re- 
ligion through the eyes of a modern 
scholar, and as a result, is frequent- 
ly at variance with his parishion- 
ers, who are wrought up emotion- 
ally by an atheistic book written 
by the local scMoolmaster. 


The Canon has also another prob- 
lem. His serving girl, Brigid, in- 
sists she has visions of St. Brigid 
and that the Saint talks to her. 
All the Canon’s admonitions have 
no effect and in the climax of the 
drama, when the villagers set out 
to stone the teacher and Brigid 
hastens to protect him, the Canon 
has evidence that perhaps he has 
gone too far in trying to reason out 
religion.

Rumania, she fled to Paris. 

Love was not to be cheated for 
long, however. 

The Dowager Queen Alexandra 
of England, widow of Edward VII, 
died just about the time Magda 
was settling down as an exile in 
Paris. Carol was sent to represent 
the royal family at the funeral. On 
his way back from London, Carol 
stopped off in Paris, where he and 
Magda had such an enthusiastic re- 
union, the Crown Prince decided he 
would take his time about return- 
ing to Rumania. He took his sweet- 
heart to Venice. King Ferdinand 
ordered Carol to return. at once— 
“without that woman.” 

Carol, in a rage, replied by writ- 
ing a letter renouncing all rights to 
the throne. He wrote to King Fer- 
dinand a stiffly formal letter in 
which he said defiantly: 

“I not only renounce the throne, 
but I renounce all the rights that 
I have.” 

Previously, he had threatened to 
do this, but he didn’t really believe 
his threat would be accepted. That 
was bad political judgment, for his 
offer to renounce his rights was ac- 
cepted as a welcome gift by the 
court clique then running Ruma- 
nia. Laws were quickly passed 
providing that his little son, Mich- 
ael, would be the heir to the throne 
in his stead. 

Carol’s letter of renunciation ar- 
rived in his father’s hands on New 
Year’s day, 1926, and King Ferdi- 
nand already trembling with the 
illness which was soon to cause his 
death, remarked pathetically to his 
Prime Minister, Jonel Bratianu: 

“So this is my New Year’s pres- 
ent from my son.” 

Carol proceeded to make _ the 
most of his new-found freedom. 


Mr. Carol Caraiman and with his 
mistress he made the rounds of the 
gay spots of the Continent, eventu- 
ally settling down ina cozy love 
nest on the outskirts of Paris, a 
place that is still pointed out to 
tourists. 

They became familiar figures in 
Parisian night life. Champagne 
flowed freely. They surrounded 
themselves with the gayest friends 
and led the carefree life of Bohe- 
mians. Ostensibly, they turned 
their backs completely on the boil- 
ing cauldron of political intrigues 
in Rumania. But only ostensibly. 
Secretly Carol had ambitions to 
even a few scores in Bucharest. 

He entered into negotiations with 
the leader of the Peasants Party, 
Juliu. Maniu, who hated the court 
clique with which Queen Marie had 
surrounded herself and was deter- 
mined to overthrow it as soon as 
his party became powerful enough. 

Events moved rapidly in Ru- 
mania during the five years of 
Carol’s exile. His father’s illness 
grew more and more alarm- 
ing and the conditon of the coun- 
try itself gave rise to even greater 
concern, Rumania was in dire fi- 
nancial straits. 

King Ferdinand died in July, 
1927, and Carol’s little 6-year-old 
son, Michael, was proclaimed King 
under @ regency dominated by 
Queen Marie, who proceeded to in- 
troduce what she called “American 
methods” into popularizing the 
royal family. 

In November of the same year, 
Rumania’s strong man of politics,

the background, a disillusioned,

The pace of intrigue at the royal 
court was dizzier than ever. 

Meanwhile, Carol received de- 
tailed reports of what was going 
on at the royal court. He became 
more and more impatient to go 
back and take the reins of govern- 
ment from his mother. He had not 
been allowed to return for the fu- 
neral of his father, but he began to 
receive political delegations quite 
openly at his Paris villa.

24, 1931, Carol’s government even 
went to far as to issue a formal 
deniai that Lupescu was in Ruma- 
nia and to add: “reports which pre- 
tend that the formation of the new 
government was influenced by in- 
tervention of a certain oft-discussed 
outsider are naive and stupid.” 
But behind that very smoke- 
screen, Madame Lupescu quietly 
slipped back into the country and 
rejoined her royal lover. Unlike 
Edward VIII, Carol issued no fer- 
vent confess to his people that 
he could not e “without the wom- 
an I love.” He simply brought the 
woman back and restored her to 
the position in his affections she 
had previously held. 

In the opaque intrigues with 
which he is constantly surrounded, 
Carol has shown himself an able 
opportunist. Since early in 1938, 
he has manipulated the political 
situation in Rumania through a 
series of adroit maneuvers worthy 
of Machiavelli. He shadow-boxed 
with the Iron Guard until he got 
it in a corner. Then he crushed 
it with one blow. He artfully 
parried the growing’ Fascist move- 
ments by setting up one Premier 
after another, but neglecting to

He designated Patriarch 
Miron Cristea, head of the Ru- 
manian Orthodox Church, as 
Premier and appointed a Cabinet 
of his own choosing.

Political observers are saying there is little likeli- 
hood of the present congressional session’s approv-

Here is the argument for steer- 
ing Government policy toward a 
balanced budget, as Byrd sees it: 

The dynamo which keeps the 
business wheels turning is the profit 
motive — a man’s opportunity for 
making a living by taking a chance 
on a business enterprise or a job. 

Government policies which throw 
doubts on the opportunities of mak- 
ing reasonable profits in a business 
venture slow up the business ma- 
chine, he says. He believes the 
spending policies of the present ad- 
ministration have this effect. He 
says they destroy the business 
man's confidence in his own ability 
to plan fer the future. 

“Private enterprise is more con- 
cerned about the ‘hope’ of profits 
than the profits of the hour,” he 
explains. 
cause a factory is not built for this 
year but for many years, 

“Today, the uncertainties of busi- 
ness life, many of them creatures 
of Government, have created a lack 
of confidence in the business world, 
and this lack of confidence is one 
of the prime causes of our present 
difficulties. Confidence is the soul 
of business, security and prosper- 
ity.” 

Wants Budget Balanced. 


An approach to balancing the 
budget is important to business, 
Byrd gays, because it is an assur- 
ance of the soundness of govern- 
ment. A large Federal debt is a 
contract of the Government to pay, 
at some future date, the sum of 
money it owes. Knowing this, Byrd 
says, business men believe that 
heavy taxes may be put upon them, 
at some time in the coming years, 
to pay off the debts contracted by 
the Government now. 

In considering a new 
venture, he says, a business man 
cannot estimate, at present, what 
taxes will be lev“ed on him in the 
future to pay off the debt of the 
Government. Since the future 
taxes must come out of his future 
profits, the business man may hesi- 
tate to embark on a new venture. 

New taxes levied on business in 
the last six years already hamper 
recovery, he adds. Such taxes, as 
he sees it, directly retard business 
expansion. 

Large-scale Government spending 
also involves projects which often 
are directly in competition with 
private business, he asserts. 

When the Government borrows 
money for such expenditures as 
public works and work relief, he 
continues, it becomes a bidder on 
the “money. market.” In selling 
tax-exempt bonds and notes to 
banks and others who have money 
to lend, he says, the Government 
is competing with business men 
who might desire to borrow money 
to start. new factories or stores. 

Denounces “Pump-Priming.” 

He adds: “It is probable that for 
every dollar the Government spends 
in ‘pump-priming’—except for a 
temporary period—it drives away 
several dollars of private spend- 
ing. It shakes faith in the credit 
of the Government and the stabil- 
ity of the currency. Such a con- 
dition makes private investors hes-

| Amounts Vary. 
| The amount of grants to the 
aged, the blind, the dependent chil- 
\dren varies greatly in the various 
|states of the Union. In certain of 
ithe states the grant is so inade- 
quate as to be of little value. For 
‘instance, the average old-age as- 
sistance grants varied in October. 
1938, from $32.39 a month in Cali-| 
fornia to $4.22 a month in Arkan- 
sas. Also for the same month of 
October, 1938, average monthly pay- 
‘ments to the blind varied from 
$47.93 in California to $4.49 in Ar- 
|Kansas. Average payments per 
‘family in aid of dependent children 
varied in the month of October, 
(1938, from $59.31 in Massachusetts 
to $5.42 in Arkansas. 

It is believed that payments to! 
ithe aged, to the blind, and to de- 
pendent children should be in such 
amounts as to make reasonable 
provision for their support.

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—An accumulation of nervousness over Euro- 


pean developments, liquidation from abroad and hesitancy over the 
immediate business foutiook sent stock market prices down this week 
in the broadest decline in four months until many leading shares were 
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at their pre-Munich levels. 


There was some recovery toward the end of the period as traders 
drew the conclusion their anxiety had been overstressed, and yesterday 
a fairly brisk rally lifted stocks above the immediate danger zone. 

Rallying fuel, however, ran out of the market today and leading 
issues backed down fractions to a point or more, 

The result of the day's hesitancy was that the Associated Press 
average of 60 stocks lost .2 of a point at 48.1, On the week this com- 
posite was off 28 points, the biggest drop for any similar period since 
the week ending No. 19. It was the fourth consecutive weekly decline. 

The Dow-Jories average of 65 stocks lost .06 of a point for the day 
at 46.31. The week's loss was 2.88 points 

The two-hour turnover amounted to 582,530 shares, compared with 
657,380 last Saturday. The week's volume was 7,657,370 shares against 


4,402,160 the week before. 

The break, a continuation of the 
slump that started a week ago, 
was based, brokers asserted, on re- 
ports the German internal situa- 
tion had grown more serious, that 
the removai of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht 


as head of the Reichsbank meant 
a “trade war” with this country, 
that the capture of Barcelona might 
presage further demands by Ger- 
many and Italy on France and 
Great Britain in the Mediterranean, 
and that troops already were 
moving in Germany. 
Lower Close at Week-end. 

At the opening of today’s session 
the list attempted to resume the 
sharp rally of the preceding session. 
Profit selling, however, soon inter- 
vened and a lower drift was in evi- 
dence in virtually all departments 
at the close. 

Spot news of a stimulating na- 
ture was lacking in the brief pro- 
ceedings. Many traders apparent- 
ly decided to cash in and await the 
barrage of speeches to be made in 
the next few days by the heads of 
the large European Governments. 
It was generally felt that the tone 
of these addresses, whether war- 
like or peaceful, coming in the wake 
of the insurgent triumphs in Spain, 
might touch off a pronounced move 
either way in the markets. 

Prominent on the day’s set-back 
were U. 8. Steel, Bethlehem, Chrys- 
ler, U. S. Rubber, Sears Roebuck, 
United Aircraft, Sperry, American 
Telephone, Westinghouse, du Pont, 
Loft, Great Northern and Standard 
Oil of N. J. 

Aircrafts Do Better. 

Aircrafts did well for a time on 
the administration's approval of 
French purchases of American 
planes and prospects Congress 
would quickly appropriate the $50,- 
000,000 which the President request- 
ed for the immediate start of avia- 
tion defense building at home. Only 
Douglas Aircraft, however, was able 
to emerge with a small net gain.

EORGE SISLER of St. Louis, one of the 
greatest first basemen and batters in 
baseball history, noted both for grace 

and power, was voted into baseball's Hall of 
Fame last week. A plaque bearing his name 
and likeness will be placed in the hall at 
Cooperstown, New York, to join similar 
mementoes honoring immortals of the na- 
tional game. Born in Manchester, Ohio, in 
1893, Sisler came to the St. Louis Browns 
from the University of Michigan in 1915 as a 
left-handed pitcher. Because of his batting 
and fielding ability he was soon placed at 
He is also a leading softball first base—but not until he had bested the 
great Walter Johnson in a 1-0 pitching duel. 
Except for one year when he was out of the 
game because of eye trouble, he played 
with the Browns through 1927, then with 
Washington and the Boston Braves, and 
ended his playing career in 1932 with 
Shreveport of the Texas League. His major 
league batting average was .341; in 1922 he 
hit .420, and was named the most valuable 
player in the American League—the first to 
be so designated. Since his retirement he 
has become a leading softball impresario, 
operates a sporting goods store and was re- 
cently made high commissioner of the Na- 
tional Semi-Pro Baseball Congress. He is 
married and has three sons and a daughter;

Hart Benton, foremost present-day Mis- 

souri artist, and Jusepe de Ribera, Spanish 
master of the seventeenth century, to be ac- 
quired by the City Art Museum. Their pur- 
chase was announced recently. Benton's 
Wheat," for which the artist was paid $2500, 
is on display in Gallery 32, and Ribera’'s ‘'St. 
Bartholomew,” bought from a New York dealer 
for $7500, is in Gallery 7. 

The Benton painting is regarded as a good 
example of the vigorous work of the artist, who 
probably is most famed for his murals of the 
history and life of Missouri in the Jefferson City 
Capitol. Museum Director Meyric R. Rogers 
speaks of the work’s “emotionally stirring 
qualities of mass and movement” emphasized 
by typical formalization. 

The Ribera originally was in possession of 
Prince Sebastien de Bourbon of the Spanish 
royal family. It is thought to be one of a series 
of the apostles which Ribera, like El Greco, 
painted for ecclesiastical use. - However, it ap- 
parently was, like the others, a study of a 
model rather than an idealization of the saint. 
Ribera, called ‘Lo Spagnoletto’ (Little 
Spaniard), was born near Valencia in 1588, but 
settled in Naples, Italy, when a young man. 
His work is noted for powerful, precise draw- 
ing, a poetic feeling free from sentimentality, 
rich color, and, in scenes of martyrdom, a real- 
ism that stresses grimness and horror.

Unique in almost every detail. his brain child was so chris- 
tened, he explained, by taking a syllable from“dynamics;’ the principal em- 
ployed, from “maximum” referring to efficiency of the structure, and “‘i-o-n” ‘to 
imply infinity—a scientifically built home of maximum efficiency. 

This house, a model of which in his New York home has been the object 
of curious study almost since he completed it, is literally hung from a hollow 
mast which contains an elevator, light, heat, sewage disposal and air con- 
ditioning equipment. By precise engineering principles, the tubular metal 
framework of the house swings on steel cables, and bracing guys planted in 
the ground insure rigidity, despite a seemingly fragile appearance. ; 
mirrors and lenses send light to all parts of the building. The existing model 
includes living room, study, two bedrooms with separate baths, and a kitchen 
or service room, and sun deck. The house is elevated, the ground area being 
used for garage, preferably for the Dymaxion car designed also by Fuller. All 
floors and beds are soundproof, all furniture is built in, beds are pneumatic, 
bed clothing is unnecessary because of efficiently regulated air conditioning, 
closets, lavatory and kitchen equipment revolve, fold into walls or are subject 
to such disposition that lends to ease in operation and disposal. 

The five-room house, mostly steel and glass, would weigh about 6000 
pounds, cost in mass production about 50 cents a pound to build, the inventor 
estimates.

A VANDERBILT BECOMES A GOVERNOR 


FTER more than a hundred years of spectacular 
A activity in finance, society and expensive sports, 
the Vanderbilts, one of “America’s 60 Families,” 
have produced a member who has won his way to a high 
place in the world of politics, the Governorship of Rhode 
Island. William H. Vanderbilt, great-great-grandson of 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, the ferry boat captain who founded 
the family fortune by fighting his way to control of the 
New York Central and other railroads, jumped into Rhode 
Island's political picture last November with a force that 
lifted Republican hopes in his State to the highest point 
since the party lost control of the House six years ago. 
Vanderbilt, now 37 years old, made his political debut 
when he was elected a State Senator in 1928. He was 
re-elected in 1930 and 1932, but declined to run in 1934. 
Two years later he was an unsuccessful candidate for 
Governor. His friends predict great things for him since 
his election last fall. A seat in the United States Senate 
will be contested in 1940 and the Republicans have been 
searching for a candidate. Their confidence in him comes 
from the fact that, despite his background, it is said he 
has a facility for meeting on friendly terms with workers, 
and can be just as at ease chatting with push cart ped- 
dlers as with friends at a Newport garden party. His 
fortune, which brings him an income of more than $250,- 
000 a year, was inherited from his father, Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt, who died in the Lusitania disaster in 1915. 
His mother, now Mrs. Paul FitzSimons, is a Republican 
National Committeewoman.

Although the building was scarcely known 
outside the district, some attention has been 
called to it by release of Cheval’s memoirs 
in which he told how he did it. Cheval, who 
died in 1924, did not begin work on the “dream 
castle” until 1879 when he was 43 years old 
and had been a postman for 20 years. He was 
moved, he said, by a desire. to create some

thing exceptional, to show what a simple post- 
man, the son of a peasant, was capable of. So, 
while the villagers laughed at his eccentricity, 
he set to work in his spare time, using only 
hand implements and working concrete in with 
stone. When he finished it in 1912, he esti- 
mated that he had put in 93,000 working hours. 
The result was a most fantastic and intricately 
ornamented building 150 feet long and about 
35 feet high, richly imaginative in design, and 
quite striking from some angles, but of no prac- 
tical use, as its labyrinthal corridors were not 
habitable. Cheval constructed his tomb in the 
same way, taking 10 years and finishing only 
a year before his death.

ate in great degree, Australia today main- 
tains her supremacy unchallenged in the wool 
markets of the world. On the vast grassy plains 
of the country-continent graze more than 
100,000,000 sheep, largely of the merino strain, 
which at the annual shearing yield about a quar- 
ter of the world’s supply of fine wool. The flock- 
masters have devoted themselves intensively to 
scientific methods in their work, so that produc- 
tion has been nearly doubled from the early 
days, when the fleece of the average merino 
sheep would yield about four pounds of wool. 
At the annual shearing, a small army of shearers, 
wool classers, cooks and other workers are hired 
to take care of the thousands of sheep, some of 
them driven into the home paddocks from ranges 
hundreds of miles away on the vast ranches. 
After shearing, the wool is classified, baled and 
carted to the rail head for dispatch to the city 
where wool sales are held. The greater part of 
it is then shipped to mills all over the world.
